New York, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
West, Virginia, Itinois, Oklahoma, 
Nebraska and Texas. 

The snme work ia belng done by 
Bureau employees in the Upper 
Mississippi River area, where more 
than 115,000,000 fish: have been 
collected, according to Commis- 
sioner Henry O'Malley, . 

In an attempt to learn the actual 
effect df the rainless summer on 
the fish so as to provide for future 
sensons, the Bureau has canvassed 
authorities in 39 states, O'Malley’ 
said.

"Lack of Co-ordination, 

If, ] may be allowed to do 80, 1 
will hazard a guess at'the under- 
lying factors which are causing 
this backward or unprogressive 
‘tendency in the trade between 
Firstly, 
there is lack of co-ordination be- 
tween the Canadian «ind Chinese 
merchant; one does not take enough 
interest in the other. The 
Canadian merchant sees very little 
of the Chinese merchant or his 
goods, and the Chinese merchant 
sees less of the Canadian merchant 
or his goods. Without properly 
organised co-operative effort be 
tween the two markets, there can 
never be much increase or improve- 
ment in the volume of trade.’ 

Lack of Fostering. 

Secondly, no serious attempt has 
hitherto ‘been made to foster trade 
between the two countries. Practi- 
cally, no attention has in the past 
been given by Canadian merchants 
to cultivating, friendship and con- 
tact—the ‘great ‘forerunners of 
trade—with the Chinese merchants. 

We are all happy to meet you 
here to-night, and to pledge you 
our sympathy and support in your 
mission. : 

We as Chinese remember the 
teaching of our great sage Con- 
fucius—"Within the four seas, all 
are brethren”—and in spite of re- 
gulations which restrict us from, 
visiting you in Canada, rest assut- 
ed. that commercial men from your 
side will always recelva a cordial 
welcome from us when they come 
here. (Loud Applause). 


MR, IMRIE'S ADDRESS. 

Mr. John M. Imrie, Chairman 
of the Trade Mission, In the 
course of a lengthy speech, said: 

It is alike a privilege and o

Thelr vision, their 
fuith and that to which these led 
them have placed the British Em- 
pire deeply in their debt. 

’ Constructive Genius. 

But even’ beauty of ‘location, 
vision and faith are insufficient jn 
themselves. And so a fourth Im- 
pression is that here we have In 
this great transformation another 
ilfustration of the constructive 
xenius of the Britlsh people.” It 
is evidenced-in' the beauty, gym- 
metry and sheer magnificence of 
the broad design of your city’s 
physical development. It fs re- 
flected in the location, contow'r 
ani perfection of the roadways 
cver which our party has been 
drjving. It finds further expres- 
sion in the order and cleanliness 
of the city to-day and in the ex- 
tent and variety of building that 
is under way, even in a time of 
world wide depression. 

Nor are the evidences af con- 
structive genius confined to those 
that are obviously of British ini- 
tiative. Those who have come 
from China to make their homes 
in this Colony have very evident- 
!y contributed their quota to [ts 
physical construction. Thus we 
sce in your composite architecture 
a blending and . intersparsing of 
the architectural ideas and ten- 
dencics of these two-- great. races. - 

Such a city and the number 
and variety of seacraft In its har- 
bour are in themselves a remind- 
cr that Hong Kong has been built 
up through the development and 
expansion of trade and commerce, 
And go our fifth impression ig a 
realisation that here is. the out:

When a ” petittant centre-forward 
figures as: outside 
right, and centre forward for his 
team Inthe space of a few weeks, 
there is, wild enthusiasm for. his 
versatility, writea Andy Ducat in 
the Glasgow Evening News. 

Everybody asks, “Why haven't 
we more like him?” 

I put this question to a young 
footballer whom I know to be ca- 
pable of playing almost anywhere 
on the field. He had no doubt 
about the answer, - :

he said. ‘They are all for 
ae slic Only a genius with a 
ball can play in more than one or 
two' positions and be sure of his 
place in the team, Any. other foot- 
baller who gets the reputation for 
being abla to play.anywhere comes 
to be looked upon as an odd-job: 
man. 

In And Out. 

If somebody is on the injured 
list, he gets a place; If not, he is 
dropped—though ho may be better 
in some positions than the special- 
ists who‘are filling them. 

And the more you think this 
over, the more you realise that it 
is true—not of all teams, perhaps, 
but of many. ° 

Gratitude’ for versatility fa al- 
most. unknown in football. 

A senior division club o year or 
two ago had a player who ‘really 
could put in good work anywhere. 


|The manager of the club could 


never, make up his mind where this 
clever player did best. 
the result? If - another. club In- 


‘}quired ‘about, the possibility of 


transferring a forward, ora half- 
back, this unfortunate’ player al- 
ways found his ndme coming first 
to mind. . 

His ‘Own Fault. 

He is in a minor team now, and 
has: already .been tried in several 
places, His fs the) ungrateful job 
of trying to weld together a patchy 
aide by strengthening their out- 
standing weaknesses as each match 
makes them plain. 

Instead. of this, he might have 
been filling “now a comfortable 
place in a-senton team. His willing- 
neas to try anything has been the 
ruln of his caroer.:. When it was 
discovered how useful he could be 
anywhere, he was allowed :to be- 
come’.a wanderer in football, with 
no permanent home. ~ 

I am sorry'that the rewards of 
versatility are so poor, but I some- 
times feel that the player pimself 
is partly to blame.

COAL MINES ACT. 


NEGOTIATIONS AT A 
DEADLOCK. 


LACK OF AGREEMENT. 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

The sections of the Coal Mines 
Act which prescribe 4 seven and 3 
half hours’ working-day for 
miners will coma into operation 
next Monday. Although in some 
districts agreements have heen 
arrived at whereby, in accordance 
with the permiasive provisions of 
the -Act,. “spread-over” arrange- 
ments have been made between 
owners and miners, in others no 
agreement of terms for continuing 
work on the, new basis has been 
reached as to the hours of the 
working day. : 

Negotiations in Scotland and in 

the South Wales coalfields are at 
a deadlock, and minérs in both 
areas are referring’ the disputes 
to the recently established National 
Industrial Board, set up ‘under the 
Coa! Mines Act, 
' Three appeals now await de- 
cisions, including that of the 
Bristol miners, who have asked 
for an extension of the present 
agreement until, the Board’s find- 
ings are known, 

The dendlock in Scotland be- 
came definite yesterday, the owners 
finally. -rejecting the miners’ de- 
mand that there should be no re- 
duction of earnings when reduc- 
tion of hours becomes effective. 

Spreadover agreements have 
meanwhile been reached in the 
Cumpborland., and. North Wales 
coalfields, and application has 
been made to the Mining Associa- 
tion of owners and to the Minera’ 
Federation for assent to theso 
agreements. Such assent must be 
forthcoming before. the Board of 
Trade orders, making the agree- 
ments operative, are granted.” 

Agreements are said to be in 
prospect also in Northumberland 
and Durham. ‘ 

Negotiations are proceeding in 
coalfield on «the 
owners’ proposals for a spread- 
over of hours, whick would reault 
in a working week of five working 
days of elght hours each, without 
wage reductions. In certain other 
large coalfields a shorter working 
day is already in operation.—Bri- 
tish Wireless Service.

SHANSI PLUNGED INTO A 
CRITICAL STATE. 


“PROPER PROTECTION.” 


# Shanghai, Monday. 

According.to General Chao Hsou- 
yu, Pacification Commissioner of 
Shansi, the problem of the north- 
western stiuation. will be settled im- 
medihtely upon tho , departure of 
Yen Hsi-shan and Feng Yu-halang 
for foreign countrics. 

Yen is reported to have left his 
birth place Hopichun on November 
24, hut his destination is unknown. 
However, one report asserts that 
Yen is leaving for Japan, via Tien- 
tsin,; since General Chang Heueh- 
liang has promised to give him the 
proper protection, when passing 
his territory, : 

“Going Abroad.” 


Yen* Hal-shan and Feng Yu- 
hsiang have wired General Chang 
ueh-Hang— that_they—are—going- 


abroad within tha next .week and 
that General Chang fs requested to 
be responsible for the rehabilita- 
tion of the north-western provinces 
after their departure. 

.At a meeting in Taiyuan, Yen's 
subordinate generals have reached 
the decision to urge Yen to leave 
-China, thus saving Shanai from 
plunging into a critical state... 

Before his departure, Yen ia said 
to have paid $100,000 to ‘each of hia 
generals who are still commanding
